Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argued that there is no disclosure in Buyya of a 
step of "defining a respective valuation of each of a plurality of work items". The Examiner disagree, Buyya teaches the Grid computational 
framework provides a mechanism for regulating the supply-and-demand for resources and allocating them to applications based on the 
user's quality of services requirements and access costs using trading services, maps/comparing the jobs to resources, stages the 
application and data for processing, starts job. Buyya discloses the scheduling of computer resources performs resource discovery 
negotiates for access costs using trading services maps jobs to resources (see section 1. Introduction and section 2.1, Buyya and section
